Weather Delays 


OVER FORTY PER CENT. 
THRESHED 


The weather of the past few 
weeks has been of a very tantalis- 
ing nature. While six days of the 
week have been fine, the seventh 
day in each week has been the 
occasion of a downfall of snow, not 
very heavy, but sufficient to tie up 
threshing for several days. Tues- 
day of last week snow fell, but with 
sunshiny weather following farmers 
were able to commence threshing 
again on Monday morning, and it 
was continued without intermission 
till Thursday noon, when snow a- 
gain commenced to fall, and will 
probably tie up threshing, till the 
beginning of next week, if there is 
dry weather in the intervening per- 
iod, 

There are about twenty-five ma- 
chines at present working in this 
district, and it is estimated that a- 
bout forty per cent. of the crop 
has been threshed, Three weeks 
ot dry weather would see the great 
bulk of the threshing completed. 

The variable weather has also had 
its effect on the marketing of grain 
by making the roads heavy, and 
this is particularly the case to the 
south, where road improvement 
work isin progress, and the main 
road south is at present soft and 
muddy, 

Up to date about 33,000 bushels 
have been brought into the local

NEW RIFLE SIGHT INVENTED 


Markemen Must Aim at Spot Below 
Target t> Insure a Hit 

Military authorities and big game 
nunters are much interested in a new 
rifle sighting sysiem (hat is designed 
to eliminate the necessity for estimat- 
ing distances and adjusting sights in 
long range shooting. 

Of the negative angle system, as the 
invention is called, Sir George Green- 
hill, a noted English ballistical expert, 
said in the recent Jecture: The new 
system proves that since the origin of 
firearms our method of sigating in 


active service rifle firing has been 
wrong. the invention is likely to 


bring abou a revolution in the art of 
shooting. 

In brief the sysiem utilizes the well 
known fact that the apparent size of 
an object decreases as the distance 
increases. The user of the negative 
ingle sight is instructed to sight al a 
point the height of the object under 
it, If the arm were the army rifle 
and the target a man, the point of 
aiming would be about 5 feet 6 inches 
below the man's feet, With the reg: 
ulation ammunition as furnished for 
the army r.fie, the negative angle sys- 


tem will i..sure 100 to 825 yards, 
which is an increase of about 300 


yards over the range of the present 
battle sight.

However, no difficulty whatever is 
found in aiming at a point 5 feet 6 


inches below a man's feet, particular:
